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PEACE CONFERENCE
IS MARKING TIME

‘While Germans Grow Resentful
Over “Cruelty of the
Peace Terms.”

ARE ALSO PESSIMISTIC

Germans at Weimar Declare
the Terms are Extraordi-
narily Rough and Overbear-
ing.

A period of waiting has settled
over the peace conference in Parls
while the Germans at Weimar are
making up their minds whether to
accept or reject the slightly amend-
ed treaty of peace handed them at
Versallles Monday.

While the Germans are discussing
the situation President Wilson is to
make his long promised visit to Bel-
glum and David Lloyd George, the
British prime minister, will go over
the Verdun battlefleld, Both Presi-
dent Wilson and Mr. Lloyd George
are expected to return to Paris Fri-
day, and meanwhile It is anticipated
that little work will be done, except
by the various commissions upon
which have been imposed the taslk
of whipping Into shape the questions
unsettled between the allies and
Austria-Hungary and other enemy
countries,

Accounts of the reception at Wel-
mar of the amended peace treaty and
the covering note written by Premier
Clemenceau are to the effect that
there was deep pessimism and re-
sentment over the alleged cruelty of
the terms.

‘A telephonic message received at
Welmar from Versailles shortly after
the treaty and the note were placed
in the hands of the Germans charac-
terized them as extraordinarily rough
and overbearing and declared that
the Germans had been granted
smaller concession than they had ex-
pected through the reading of unof-
ficial forecasts of the terms of the
treaty.

At last accounts Berlin was in ig-
norance of the terms of the treaty,
and although M, Clemenceau's note
wns belng received it was likely that
there would be delay in informing the
public of the stand of the allles, ow-
ing to the strike In the newspaper of-
fices,

’

Unofficial reports vary as to wheth-
er the Germans will or will not sign
the treaty. A London dispatch,
quoting a message from Berlin, says
seven members of the German cabi-
net are in favor of slgning, but that
the other seven are opposed to such
actfon. A Paris newspaper asserts
that one of the German peace dele-
gates declagred before he left Ver-
sallles for Weimar that Germany
would sign because It was realized
dire consequences would foliow re-
fusal.

Considerable resentment prevalls
at Welmar by reason of the fact that
the German delegation on leaving
Versailles for Weimar was hooted by
a crowd of hoodlums and two mem-
hers of the delegation were struck
by stonea, Premier Clemenceau has
written a letter of apology to the
chief German plenipotentiary. The
prefect of the department and the
police commissioner have been dis-
missed.

The Turkish delegation, which ar-
rived in France to discuss Turkish
claims for mild treatment, was heard
by the council of 10, The main plea
of the Turks was that the Turkish
empire be not dismembered, the
claim being put forth that the Tur-
kish people were not responsible for
the country's entering into the war
on the side of the Teutonic allies,
Premier Clemencean promised to
consider a  memorandum on the
grestion which s to be presented by
the Turkish grand vizier and Inler'm]

DFFERENCE OF OPINION

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CARRANZA’S ENVOY NOT
PLEASED WITH INVASION

Mouthpiece in  Washington Says

American Troops Violated Mex-
fean Sovereignty.

Washington, June 19.—Gen. Can
dido Auguila, President Carranza's
confidential ambassador to the
United States, has Issued to the
press a formal statement declaring
that “the government and people of
Mexico consider as a violatlon of
Mexican sovereignty the crossing of
United States soldiers into Mexican
territory, and expressing the hope
“that the situation created by the la-
test occurrences in Juarez will be
satisfoctorily adjusted between the
two countries."

A copy of General Aguilar's state-
ment was sent to the state depart-
ment, but officials there sald they did
not regard it in the nature of a for-
mal protest and that no reply would
be made. They added that mo other
communication had been received
from the Mexican government re-
garding the entry of American forces
into Mexico to disperse Villistas who
fired into El Paso, Texas,

After the American troops cross-
ed the international border, General
Aguilar and Dr. Rojo, the Mexican
charge, were invited to the state de-
partment by Acting Secretary Phil-
Iips, who explained why the Ameri-
can forces entered Mexico and gave
assurances that they would be with-
drawn immediately after their ob-
ject had been attalned.

It 18 understood thal both of the
Mexican representatives appeared to
be satisfied with the explanation and
in the light of this it was assumed
General Aguilar had sent his state-
ment to the state department merely
to keep the record straight.

In this connection It was learned
authoritatively that President Car-
ranza never had assented to the
agreement proposing that where ban-
dit bands committed depredations in
elther country the armed forces of
that country would *“follow” a hot
trail across the international line.

PLANS TO RUSH REPEAL
OF WIRE CONTROL FAIL

Legislation Blocked by Discussion of
Appropriation Bill—Further
Postponement Likely,

Washington, June 19 —Plans of
house leaders for the passage of leg-
islation repealing government wire
control were blocked unexpectedly
by prolonged discussion of a confer-
ence report on an appropriation bill,
which had the legislative right of
way despite the declsion of the rules
committee to make the wire repeal
a special order of business.

With the failure to get action,
house leaders expected that the wire
repeal would be further sidetracked
for calendar bills, including that re-
pealing the davlight saving law.

The house wire repeal legislation
will be based on the senate bill which
has been amended to provide that
the wire properities be returned to
their owners for private operation at
the end of the calendar month in
which the bill is approved, instead of
“forthwith,” as originally provided,

GERMANS DEPRESSED BY
THE NEW ALLIED TERMS

Report Spreads At Weimar That
Signing of Terms is Highly
Improbable,

Weimar, June 19.—The new allied
terms reached here late Tuesday
night and the first apparent effect
upon the German leaders was that of
depression. A report passed rapidly
through the old castle where the
government heads are residing tem-
porarily that the signing of the peace
terms was 'hh:hly 1mpr"obab]u.

Every offleial and every member
of the foreign  office avallable ex-!
pressed the deepest pessimism and|
recentment st the alleged cruelty of)
the terms.

The Germans were especially em-
bittered over a report that a French
mob had stoned the helpless (Gors
man delegates at Versailles,

It was announced that the allied
reply to the German counter propo-
sals would be made avallable to the
forelgn correspondents but would
not be given to the German press un-
til after the cabjnet had held a pre-
liminary sesslon to discuss the
terms.
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“MORE BOMBS TO
COME™ SAYS FLYNN

Chief of Investigation Believes
Other Efforts Will Be
Made to Create Terror.

TO DESTROY GOVERNMENT

Attorney General Says Radicals
Propose on “Certain Day in
the Future” Another Bomh
QOutrage,

——

Washington, June 19.—The men-
ace of bomb outrages still hangs over
the ecountry in the bellef of officials
of the department of justice.

Willlam J. Flynn, chief of the de-
partment's bureau of investigation
said that he belleved there were
more “bombs to come,” but said it
was impossible to say when the next
attempt to create a relgn of terror by
explosions might be made.

Supplementing Mr. Flynn's state-
ment, the department made publie
testimony of Attorney General Pal-
mer hefore the house appropriations
committee asking for a speecin]l fund
of $500,000 to earry on the hunt for
radieals. The attorneyv genera! told
the committee, as the testimony re-
vealed, that government officials had
been advised of a day set for another
attempt by radicals ‘“to destroy the
government at one fell sawoop.”

“We have received so many no-
tices and gotten g0 much informa-
tion,”” Mr. Palmer told the commit-
tee at his recent appearance, “‘that it
has almost come to be accepted as a
fact that on a ®ertain day in the fu-
ture which we have been advised of
there will be another serfous and
probably much larger effort of the
same character which the wild fel-
lows of this movement describe as a
revolution proposing to rise up and
destroy the government at one fell
swoop.”

Mr. Flynn said he knew of no plot
planned for Independence Day, and
emphasized that every precaution
was belng taken by police through-
out the United States, He express-
ed the beilef that eventually those in-
volved in the recent outrages would
be brought to justice.

“We know the source from which
the bomb operators have come,” Mr,
Flynn sald. ““The aglitation is purely
domestiec and has not foreign con-
nection, although there may be some
foreigners active in it, It will take
some time to clear up the cases, but
we are making progress.'

Mr. Flynn said investigation of the

recent attempt on the life of Attor-

ney Gereral Palmer revealed that
two men were Involved and that only
a miscarriage of the plotter's plans
prevented the attempt being carried
nut successfully.

In tracing the source of the ex-|

plosions, it has been established, he
said, that the man killed
in New York two weeks befora
met his death, but NWis identity still
fs unknown,

Arrests belng  made throughout
the country include many persons not
connected with the bomb outragea
Mr. Flynn said, but who have been
under survelllance and are detaain-
ed for fucther investigation.

Responding to the attorney gen-
eral’'s plea, the housze appropriations
committee recommended that the
requested appropriation be granted
by congress, the special fund to be
fncluded among the {tems of the sun-
dry civil appropriation bill which
will be taken up the house.

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BEER AND WINES
EXEMPTION FAILS

Overwhelming Vote in Senate
Against Exemption from
War-Time Prohibition.

THE VOTE WAS 55 TO 11

Senate Tables Motion of Senator
Phelan to Add Rider to
Agricultural Appropriation
Bill,

——

Washington, June 19 —Certain
defeat for efforts to have congresa
exempt beer and wine from operation
of the wartime prohibition law was
seen in an overwhelming vote of 55
to 11 in the senate late Wednesday
against an exemption proposal.

By that margin the senate tabled
a motion by Senator Phelan, Demo-
crat (California), to add a rider to
the agricultural appropriation bill
for application of the wartime pro-
hibition law to distilled spirits alone.
The sentiment of the senate thus ex-
pressed in the first test vote of this
congress was taken generally to
sound the death knell for measures
designed to permit use of beer and
wines under the wartime legislation.

A new task  was taken in the
house, however, by advoeates of sus-
pension of the wartime prohibiton
law’'s provisions in so far as they af-
fect beer and wines. The house ju-
diciary committes received and
agreed to vote next Saturday on an
amendment by Representative Gard,
Demoerat (Ohio), ta prohibition en-
forcement legislation which would
authorize the president to suspend
the wartime ban on beer and wines,
Rejection of the amendment by the
committee generally was predictea.
The committee also decided rec-
ommend enforcement of p fbition
by the internal revenue commissioner
and not by a special prohibition com-
missioner,

Disposition by the senate of Phe-
lan proposal eame after little dis-
cussion except by Mr. Phelan and
none by advocates of prohibition,
The California senator urged that
the senate rules agailnst legislative
riders on appropriation bills be set
aside to malke his rider In order. As
such a motion required a two-third
majority, Senator Gronna, Republi-
can  (North Dakota), declared that
interminable debate would be en-
tafled and moved to table Senator
Phelan's motion to shut off further
discussion.

MAY BE NEW OUTRAGE
ON INDEPENDENCE DAY

Rumors Reach Department of Justice:
of Another Move Planned hy
Radicals,

Washington, June 19, —Rumiors of
a new outrage by radlcals to be at-

tempted  Independence  Day  have
reached the department of Justice
which Is taking all needed precau-

tions to forestall the plotters.

Officials were very noncommittal
regarding their discoveries but it
was evident that nothing was being
eft undone to make the attempt =«
fiasco. Working in co-operation with
the police of citles throughout the
country, scores of radicals are under
observation and a number have been
taken into custody to be held until
they can be brought to trial or start-
ed back (o their own country
through institution of deportation
proceedings,

Attorney General Palmer s giv-
ing much of his time to the investi-
gation of the plots one of which so
nearly cost him and his family their
lives recently. He was In conference
with Francis P. Garvin, his assistant
in eharge of eriminal investigation.
William J. Flynn, head of the bu-
rean of investigation will arrive here
for conference with Mr. Palmer, Mr,
Garvin and Franeis Creighton, Mr.
Garvin's special assistant,

New Yor., June 19.—Warning that
general anarchistic disorders might
be expected in this country during
the first week of July was issued by
the American Defense nociety in let-
ters sent mayors of 250 cities,

Asserting that radicals were plan-
ning to take advantage of “discon-
tent” engendered by introduction of
nation-wide prohibition on July 1,
the letters urged the mayors to form
immediately special forces of former
service men in order to put down any
"uprisings’ which might occur.

Foch Prepares for
Eventuality and Allies Will
Go Forward.

LARGE NUMBER OF TROOPS

Probably  Several Hundred
Thousand Allied Soldiers Will
Be Ready at Expiration of
Time Limit.

Paris, June 19.— Marshal Foch is
forming one front against the Ger-
mans from the Rhine to the Danube,
L'Intraneigeant says it {s informed.
The allied commander in chief, it is
added, will henceforth extend his
command over the Czecho-Slovak,
Rumania and Polish armies,

Coblenz, June 19.—The concen-
tration of American, British, French
and Belgian troops, begun by order
of Marshal Foch, preparatory to ad-
vancing further into Germany, will
bo completed Saturday, when sev-
eral hundred thousand allied soldiers
will stand ready to march toward
Berlin if the Germans do not sign
the peace termas,

Artillery and great trucks carry-
ing various kinds of war material are
being moved across the Rhine at
Cologne, Coblenz, Mavence and oth-
er bridge points within the occupied
area.

On the left bank of the Rhine the
third and fourth divisions, com-
pleted minor details for advancing if
the word comes to go ahead.

The fourth division, which had
been ordered home several weeks
ago and had turned in all of its

equipment, is being re-equipped for
possible action.

As an addition to the uncertainty
prevailing with regard to whether
Germany will sign the peace treaty,
has come a crisis in the Italian gov-
ernment to perplex the peace confer-
ence. Failing to secure a vois of con-
fidence in the chamber of deputies in
Rome on a demand by Premier Or-
lando that the chamber in secret ses-
sion listen to the government's ex-
planations of the foreign policy, the
Italian cabinet has followed prece-
dent in parliamentary affairs and re-
signed.

This action probably will still fur-

ther complicate the work of the
peace  conference, especially in
straightening out the tangle that

long has existed as regards Italy's
claims to Fiume and the Delmetian
coastal region.
